work, he would suffer, as a conse­ 
quence. 
The period of possible development 
of blood poisoning still has another 
day to run and although the physi­ 
cians said that a change might occur 
within an hour at any time during

effort might cost him his life. 
Several weeks ago, apparently gain­ 
ing strength after a serious relapse, 
the senator and Mrs. Heyburn made 
preparations for a trip W est. 
Another 
relapse followed, however, and since 
then the patient bad been growing 
steadily weaker. 
No arrangements have been made 
for the funeral, but the body will be 
taken to the old home of Senator Hey­ 
burn, in Birm ingham , Pa., for burial. 
Senator Heyburn was born in Dela­ 
ware, May 88, 1852, his parents being 
John lirinton and Sarah Gilpin Hey-! 
burn, Quakers, 
of English 
descent !
